Mrs. H. LaRoche, who 
was sitting in the back seat, received 
a severe blow on the forehead and is 
under the doctor’s care, while thp 
other passengers in the Vulcan car, 
Miss M. De.Maere and Robert Munr«, 
escaped injury; 

The driver of Mr. deZeeuw’s large 
sedan suffered severe cuts when his 
hand went through the dashboard 
clock. Other passengers in the Drum¬ 
heller- car received minor scratches 
and bruises.

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'•en Germans are industrious, agricultural and certainly in¬ 
ured to hardship. They are of a type which has made ex¬ 
cellent settlers hitherto. But if they come, great care snould 
be taken in their settlement, in their own interest and the 
interest of Canada.

^ the Canadian government than the move to limit 
profits on munition making. The bill, introduced by Hon. 
Ian McKenzie, would cut profits on defence department 
supplies to five per cent on capital. Not only was notice of 
This measure supported whole-heartedly by Conservatives, 
but it will win the approval of the Canadian electorate. 

When mention is made of “imperishable memories” >f 
the Great War, it is obvious that one of these imperishable 
memories is of profiteering, not only in munitions but in 
foodstuffs, and all supplies. Any suggestion of undue pro¬ 
fits of this nature in Canada, ever again touches a raw 
nerve. This accounted for the instant alertness of the pub¬ 
lic to the charges in connection with the Bren gun business. 
If the inquiry and the long parliamentary discussion, bring 
about a more careru! control of all munition expenditure, 
they will have served a purpose which satisfies the major¬ 
ity No government of the present day is likely to ignore 
public sentiment on this matter. The making of munitions 
:n Canada is tolerated very reluctantly, only excused by the 
conviction that it may have become an unhappy necessity. 
But .any suspicion that this unhappy necJssity is bringing, 
excess profits to a favored few, would cause an instant and 
united flare-up. The rankling belief which many people 
hold, that munition makers promote and stimulate war 
scares, and international friction, remains very active. So 
the best possible course is to remove any possibility of un¬ 
due profits. 

If this legislation is carried through as originally out¬ 
lined, it will be a very effective control, said to be the most 
drastic in any democratic country. •” The defence purchas¬ 
ing board, as proposed, would consist of one full time chair¬ 
man, and three part-time members. In order to select the 
best possible men, in whom the Canadian people would 
have confidence, it :s proposed to bring together the leaders 
of all House parties to make the selection of board person¬ 
nel. This will remove any suggestion of partisanship. 

In the whole-hearted support of the principle embodied

tJMHE proposal to admit a number of Sudeten Germans 
into Canada, has an advantage over many other immi¬ 
grant plans in the fact that the movement is to be financed 
by Czech, Krejijch and British interests. These hard-press¬ 
ed people are not arriving penniless, but would have a sub¬ 
stantial backing for initial settlement. 
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settlement of any foreign peoples. The process of assimi- 
latipn is undoubtedly slower, when numbers of the same 
nationality are grouped together. Another factor would be 
a Necessity for new schools, roads and such facilities. It 
would seem that there is sufficient good land available in 
districts already settled and proved, to provide homes for 
these refugee families, with certain obvious advantages to

If this movement of immigrants becomes fact, it is to be 
hoped that the governments concerned will be scrupulous 
in seeing that the settlers are given a fair start on fertile 
land. Soil specialists are authority for the statement that 
there are parts of the Peace River country that are not 
good farm land, but the lack in soil fertility'is not appar¬ 
ent till after two or three years of farming. It would be 
dishonest to permit any settlement on land that has not 
been thoroughly approved as good farm land. These people 
have sull'ered sufficiently, without being thrust into more 
discouragement. 

Not always has there been sufficient care exercised in 
the rehabilitation schemes for our own Canadian people, 
particularly in the earlier years of depression. There have 
been instances of families leaving towns or drought areas, 
and being permitted to settle on land, on which they could 
not poss.bly make a good living. Such carelessness proves 
costly eventually to the governments .concerned, and heart¬ 
breaking to settlers. For this reason, it is urged that any 
experiments in re-establishment, whether with our own 
people, o.r with new immigrants, be such as to give the set¬ 
tlers a chance to make good. 

Those who oppose any immigration argue that before 
any foreigners are admitted into Canada, the present Cana¬ 
dian population should be restored to a self-supporting 
basis. They argue that already there is too great farm 
production^atid that it is contradictory to urge restricted 
production on the one hand, and to encourage more produc¬ 
ers on the other. 

But a new population is also a consuming population. 
The fault is not too much production, but under-consump- 
tion and inadequate marketing efficiency. A larger popu¬ 
lation in Canada would be desirable in the long run. 

It is quite possible that this is not the best time for in¬ 
troducing new settlers. But is Canada to continue indefin- 
tely voicing sentiments of “deep regret at the sufferings of 
persecuted people,” and refusing to implement these senti¬ 
ments with one assisting gesture. As a people these Sude-

Will someone please write in and tell us, whether it is bet¬ 
ter schools, better roads, hospitals, markets or just more 
Sunday night radio programs and more civil servants draw¬ 
ing salaries.—Grande Prairie Herald.

But this conviction of a United 
Canada can only be maintained by the 
faith of the people themselves. The 
present day has brought still another 
stage of the struggle, and there is the 
sorry spectacle of provinces "gang¬ 
ing up” to defeat the great vision of 
confederation. “The Dominion of 
provinces was not bom out of geo¬ 
graphical sections” said Bishop Sher¬ 
man. "It was not bom of east or wee;, 
but was brought forth from the faith 
and conviction in the hearts of man.” 

Touching on the early settlement of 
the eastern provinces; the labors and 


Mr. Low recalled Mr. Duggan had 
charged $900,000 of this increase had 
been contributed by the Wheat Pool.

“Part 1 of the bill provides that the 
lieutenant-govemor-in-council may es¬ 
tablish, for producers or industries, 
boards, each of which will be a body 
corporate and whose purpose it shall 
be to market the products concerned. 
Each board which may be nominated 
by the producers or industries involv¬ 
ed will be essentially a selling agency. 
These boards will regulate, for their 
dwn industries, all phases of market¬ 
ing from the producer to the market 
including packing, transportation and 
so forth but their duties end there, 
and do not jncjAde any function of 
purchasing.” 

A Regulator 

The board would serve as a regula¬ 
tor, of what may be considered exorb- 
•tant prices and is empowered to en¬ 
ter into any phase of merchandise 
business. It may compete against mer¬ 
chandising organizations which are 
maintaining unduly high prices. It is 
given power to borrow from the pro¬ 
vincial treasury up to $25,000 to carry 
on business. This does not include gen¬ 
eral running expenses. Each board is 
empowered to regulate granting of 
permits and levying of fees, etc.

It is only when pay¬ 
ment is demanded that he explodes.

Those demonstrations in New York 
and Los Angeles have opened the eye? 
of Americans to Nazi activities; simi¬ 
lar to those that preceded the murder 
of Dolfuss and the subsequent invas¬ 
ion of Austria, similar, too, to. the op¬ 
erations of the Henleinists in Czecho¬ 
slovakia. In the United States they 
are bold enough to parade in Nazi uni¬ 
form under a leader whom they call 
their fuerher. It is a private army tak¬ 
ing its inspiration, and probably its 
orders, from a country decidedly hos¬ 
tile. The United States will have, to do 
what Hungary did—bmi the organi¬ 
zation and the uniform.

That the British navy is America’s 
first line of defence is affirmed by 
Huntingdon Wilson who was President 
Taft’s assistant Secretary of State. He 
therefore concludes that the United 
States should make it clear that they 
would start in good time and take no 
chance of that line being broken or 
crippled. He criticizes Roosevelt for 
not saying so definitely instead of say 
ing that their resources, short of war 
would be against the aggressors, but 
he censures Hoover for advocating iso¬ 
lation. In George Washington’s time, 
it was good advice to avoid entang 
ling alliances, but air-craft, submar¬ 
ines, etc., have changed the picture. If 
Britain and France are defeated, the 
American coast-line is the next objec 
tive of the triumphant dictators.

Members 

E. A. Thompson of High River has 
been elActed first vice-president of 
the provincial branch of Western Can¬ 
ada grain buyers. J. N. Martin of 
Clive is president. .A two-day provin¬ 
cial convention was held recently in 
Calgary, in which it was disclosed that 
650 of the 1700 rural grain buyers of 
the province have joirfed up. 

/ The convention in Calgary support¬ 
ed the federal wheat board and the • 
minimum of 80 cts. bushel. Working ; 
out of a pension scheme was left to a 
committee. 

One of the major complaints of the 
association was that last year, as in 
previous years of Agricultural Re¬ 
lief Advances Act, they were forced 
not only to look after their own muni¬ 
cipal districts, but to- take into ac¬ 
count advances made for seed, feed, 
fuel and other help. ( 

, The elevatormen, commenting on 
their various resolutions, pointed out 
that many of them, had been fqjced to 
stay open all night in the busy sehson. 
They felt this was unfair, both to 
themselves and from a labor angle. 

A committee to zone the province 
was appointed, and two resolutions 
were passed with regard to elevator- 
men being compelled to make collec¬ 
tions for the hail board, implement 
! men, insurance and loan companies. 

One of the operators asked if the 
commission for these collections is 
paid to the association. There was no 
definite answer. 

The meeting considered a draft con¬ 
stitution which was passed, subject to 
legal.corrections, and resolutions deal¬ 
ing with medical protection, establish¬ 
ment of a half-holiday each week, 
were considered and passed with min¬ 
or amendments.

Implement Prices 
Target of Attack 

With the annual sessions of the leg¬ 
islatures, the farm implement indus- 1 
try is again the target of criticism. I 

The commonest charges are that 
prices of implement are out of line 
with prices of agricultural produce; 
that implement companies are harsh 
in their collection methods; and that 
in any event a combine exists to keep 
prices high. 

Dissatisfied witlK low prices for I" 
grain it may be natural for farmers | ' 
to attack the implement companies. 
But in the light of higher production 
costs, increased cost of materials, la¬ 
bor and overhead, is the price of farm 
implements as hifeh as is claimed ? Is 
it as high relatively as for many other 
commodities? Is it a fair criterion *o 
compare prices of farm machines 20 
years ago and the prices today ? And j' 
does the farmer, as is so often said, j 
pay out more for machinery than for 
anything else he purchases? 

These are questions which might oe 
answered by a frank discussion of 
present conditions between the men 
who sell and the men who are their 
customers. One of them may be an¬ 
swered by examination of facts al¬ 
ready known. From 1929 to 1937 the 
farmers of Canada only averaged 3.66 
percent of their gross increase as out¬ 
lay for machinery, tractors, and re¬ 
pairs. For the same period they paid 
5.08 percent of gross income for op¬ 
erating their cars, trucks and trac¬ 
tors.
